company near here shortly before 7 
o ’clock this morning.

powder on a train of cars on which

PASSED BY SEDATE 


WASHINGTON, 
Ju n e 
4.— The 
long battle for the submission of 
the 
woman 
suffrage 
am en d m en t 
was 
won 
today 
when 
the senate 
by a vote of 65 to 25 passed the 
resolution which passed the house 
just two w'eeks ago.

for ratification.

The Peace Treaty is a stem document. The condi­ 
tions which it imposes on the German nation are terrible 
in their severity. But the sternness is the sternness of 
righteousness, the severity is the severity of justice. To ^ 
^ 
the German nation and tile German people is being meted jding ls 
out not vengeance but retribution. 
The rulers of the German Empire, with tim fierce 
approval and the unstinted co-operation of the German 
people set out to impose the will of German autocracy 
upon the world by ruthless force. But there was a moral 
power in the world which, working through other peo­ 
ples, would not let it he. 
The German Empire is no 
more. 
Its people sinned the unforgivable sins of un-, 
righteous ambition and the rejection of every moral 
standard. 
The punishment was long in coming; at 
times it almost looked as though it might not come at 
all. 
But the moral law will not he denied. 
The right­ 
eousness which exalteth a nation is deliberately rejected 
at a people’s peril. 
The German Empire was a great power. 
It was 
steadily becoming greater. 
But it desired to be not 
merely great, but omnipotent. 
W hat is the German 
Empire now? 
In 1914 the German Empire included an aera of nearly 
a million and a quarter square miles. 
Over a million 
square miles of this territory were outside of Europe, 
some 200,000 square miles on the European continent. 
When the peace treaty is signed—for it will be signed 
practically without change—the German Empire- will 
have shrunk to an area of 160,00$ square miles. It will 
have been stripped of every possession beyond the limits 
of Europe.

BY ARMY OFFICERS 


NEW YOUK, June 5.— The first 
report made in connection with the 
official army investigation of war 
work organizations in France, or­ 
dered by Secretary of W ar Baker, 
has just been received here at the 
headquarters of the National War 
Work Council of the Y. M. C. A. 
the report covers the activities of 
the Y. M. C. A., the Knights of* 
Columbus, Salvation Army, Jewish 
Welfare Board, and other organiza­ 
tions in the area around Gondre- 
i court, and is based on 
hundreds 
of sworn statements which are sub­ 
mitted as art of ‘the reort. The three 
volumes of the reort take up 503 
pages. 
Army officers who made the in­ 
spection under the 
direction 
of 
Major L. IL Row, 88th Division In­ 
spector, 
investigated 
the 
question 
of canteen chargee, canteen man­ 
agement, personnel, 
adequacy 
of 
supplies for free distribution, work­ 
ers 
and 
canteen 
supplies 
at 
the 
front, educational and recreational 
facilities, the service for the trans­ 
mission of soldiers’ funds, and the 
attitude and performance of duties 
of individual welfare workers. 
That the Knights of 
Columbus, 
the Salvation Army. 
the 
Jewish 
Welfare Board, 
and 
Red 
Cross 
avoided harsh criticism by not as­ 
suming 
responsibility 
for 
canteen 
work and hence were able to work 
when and where they pleased and 
thus maintain at all times a repu­ 
tation for work well done, is tho 
statement made by the 
count in part for the 
reefed against the Y. 
compared with 
other 
agencies. On account 
and because these other organiza­ 
tions gave away much for free dis­ 
tribution, which the ” Y” from ne­ 
cessity could not do, says the re­ 
port, an unjust and unfair compar­ 
ison was made to the discredit of 
the “ Y.” It is pointed out that if 
the ” Y” had adopted a policy of 
general 
free distribution, 
possibly 
more than ten times the amount of 
funds collected in the United States 
would have been required to sup­ 
port such a project. 
Speaking of the 
“ Y” 
workers 
themselves, the report makes this 
statem ent: 
“The great majority of the “ Y” 
personnel were 
generous, 
sympa­ 
thetic, hardworking and self-sacri­ 
ficing. 
It is evident that much fear­ 
less. untiring work was done among 
the front line troops. 
It is to be 
regretted that this splendid service 
was overshadowed in part by critic­ 
ism for which 
the 
personnel 
in 
general are in no way responsible.” 
The section 
giving the findings 
as to the canteen service is as fol­ 
lows: 
“The greatest source of criticism 
was the taking over of the general 
canteen work. By this the "Y” as­ 
sum' d a responsibility of gigantic 
proportions. 
Every organisation of 
the A. E. F. then expected of the 
**Y” a service which it would he 
difficult 
to maintain 
in the most 
excellently 
functioning department 
of the army. Transportation was in­ 
adequate. Military necessity did not 
P e r m it the transportation necessary 
for supplies; and fighting non in 
the front lines did not receive sup­ 
plies 
which 
had 
been 
advertised 
and 
in 
a 
manner 
promised, 
and 
which they expected would be de­ 
livered. 
“ No such service was expected of 
other 
welfare 
organizations, 
such 
as the Knights of Columbus. Sal­ 
vation 
Army, 
Jewish 
Welfare 
Board, and Red Cross; and these 
organizations have avoided the gen­ 
eral source of harsh criticism by 
not assuming this canteen 
work. 
The possibility of a general free 
distribution 
was eliminated, as it 
would have required 
possible 
ten 
times the amount of funds collected 


In the United States to have sup­ 
ported such a project. 
Since the 
Knights of Columbus, the Salvation 
Army, the Jewish Welfare Board, 
and the Red Cross have not assum­ 
ed in any way 
responsibility 
for 
canteen 
work, 
these organizations 
could operate when and where they 
pleased and maintain at all times 
a reputation for work well done. 
With this, and the fact that these 
organizations gave much for free 
distribution, which the ”Y” from 
necessity could not do, an unfair 
and unjust comparison was made. 
“There can 
be no 
doubt that 
the ” Y” has done a great work 
in the A. E. F. and that time will 
eliminate much of the fault finding 
which at one time was prevalent.”
